Tlie name "swing" itself is merely 
n newer name for the negro music 
first brought into the white world 
under the name of "Jazz." 


Despite the ifact that the 20's have 


been labelled "The Jazz Age," very 
little genuine jazz was played 
by 


the important, popular dance bands 
of the era. These groups concen- 
trated on music that was flashy, tricky, 
.'•irupy~and financially successful. To 
negroes, and a few white men. influ- 
enced, by them, was left the privilege 
of playing jazz—an indelibly negroid 
music which combines pulsating tem- 
po with subtle rhythms, provocat- 
ive harmony, eloquent improvisations, 
and talented musicianship.
